ANOTHER MURDER. 


Horace B. Vail, of the National

Shot and Killed in Bast St. Louis 
Early this Morning.

Edward Tremaine, the Murderer, Sur- 
renders Himself. 


About 1:15 o’clock this morning Horace B. 
Vail, ex-superintendent of the National Stock 
Yards, was shot and killed by Ed. Tremaine, 
in the latter’s saloon southeast corner of 
Fifth street and Missouri avenue, Kast St. 
Louis. The news of the murder spread over 
the town quickly, and from an early hour this 
morning large groups of persons assembled 
at the street corners and discussed the affair. 


| About 11:30 o’clock last night Vail, in compa- 


ny with Pat. Boyne, an ex-Depu- 
ty Marshal, entered Tremaine’s  sa- 
loop. Several drinks were taken, when 


Vail’s conduct excited Tremaine’s anger. 
A lively dispute ensued, and about one 
o’clock the quarrel resulted in plows. Tre- 
maine drew a revolver and fired three shots 


at Vail, one of which pierced his body to the 
left and above the left nipple, causing death 
in a few minutes. Tremaine surrendered 
bimself to Deputy Tim O’Brien at 7:30 o’clock 
this morning, and was taken to the police 
station, where he was searched and locked up. 
A reporter this morning saw him in his cell 
ana obtained a statement from him. Heis 
below the medium size and of a dark com- 
plexion. He is thirty vears of age, 
bas resided in LEast St. Louis about 
one year, during which time he has 
been employed as bar-keeper in Goeppert’s 
saloon. 
TREMAINE’S STATEMENT. 

‘*Apout haif-past eleven last night,’’ he 
said, ‘‘this man, whom I did not know, came 
intothe saloon with a young man named Pat 


Boyne. I married last Thursday 
in St. Louis, and onl open- 
ed Mv saloon on Satnrday ast. 


He ordered a couple glasses of beer. which I 
gave bim, andtben he asked meif I had my 
liquor license. I told him that I had not, but 
that my bond for the city license had already 
been signed. He said, ‘You want to pay it to 
our party, and you don’t pay it to those other 
— —- They put the city into bank- 
ruptey.’ Ithen set them some lunch, and 
while I was doing this Vail pulled out a large 
kpife and showed itto me. He then drank 
several) glasses of beer and Boyne drank with 
him. ltreated to thecigars and when they 
went to light them Vail took the cigar lighter 
and spilt the oil all over the counter and 
came to me and said he was a good muscular 
man. He went behind the counter and 
shoved my var-keeper away and said he couid 
handle the both of us. I attempted to reason 
witb him and induce him to let the bar- keep- 
er attend to the business of tbe _ saloon. 
Thinking that there was going to be trouble 
with him I started to goout and he pushed 
me back and struck me in 
the breast, and I told my _ wife, 
who was behind the counter, to go out, and 
when she attempted to do so he struck her in 
the breast, but not so bard as he struck me. I 
asked himto please go outside, forif he 
wanted anything he could get itby paying for 
it. I bad my revolver laying on the back of 
the counter and I took it and put it inside my 
vest onthe left side sothatI could reach it 
with my right band. He said: ‘You don’t 
know me,eh? You don’t know whol am,’ and i 
replied that if that was the kind of a 
gentleman he was, | did not want to know 
apy more about him. Atthis he jumped at 
me, and I drew the revolver from my breast 
and shot at him.

HinDOO FAKIRS. 


- flow They Simulate Death for Weeks 
at a Time. 
{From the New York Times.! 

The physiological training of the Hindoo 
fakir for his profession is something worch 
study. Lie begins by abstention from food 
during the day and taking a very reduced 
quantity at night. Certain articles are strict- 
ly prohibited; among them are salt, fish aod 
meat, oil and wine, mustard, onions, garlic 
andturnips. He mustrefrain from spices, 


from ai! ucids and acid preparations, and 
from all pungent articles except ginger. His 


carbovaceous food is limited to rice and 
wheat, bis uitrogenousto milk and melted 
butter (yiria), and asto the carpon hydrates, 
honey oid sugarare alone admissible. There 
ave Uwo or tbree articles familiar to Europe- 
anus only by their Bengal names which he is 
permitted to ure, vut they are composed of 
the preceding ivgredients in various propor- 
tions. Wateris positively prohibited; but 
sole sects allow thedevotee to drink spar- 
ingly «f alcoholic beverages. Ile must next 
enuinito tive underground, and for tbis par- 
yose be digs «a subterranean cavern (the 
svidia), nm whica he passes most of his time.

Inthbisawkward and diffi- 
cult attitude the fakir sits for bours tugetner: 
that is, when he is nat standing 
upon bis head or trainiag himself to 
take a deep iuspiration aud expei It slow- 
ly—taking twerve seconds to breate in 
and twenty-four to breatbe out the cubic feet 
of alinosp ere that the lungs can contain. Be- 
sides these exercises his loague has to be cut 
iwenty-four times, soas to sever al. tbe liga- 
tures one by one, and enable bim to flex tt 
beckhwerd and close the throat wiih its tip. 
“his extravrdinary discipline is steadiy 
prosecuted for years, and at length the fakir 
tries bis fist experiwent with feiguving deata, 
ailowivg bimrelfto beshut up iu his subter- 
raneancell and sealed therein with every pre- 
caution, generally for a week or two at first, 
then for a month or two months, lying or 
squatting in a state of trance, with the tip of 
the tongue closing tbe throat, without ver- 
ceptible action of the heart, and witb the cir- 
culation of the blood apparently suspeaded. 
He wou'd never recover himself from this 
condition of suspeaded aniination; but hecan 
be »ecovered by proper manipulation, which 
commences in pourtng bot water over the 
smiiveled body, stiff and rigid as a corpse, 
for some winutes. As the bathing in hot 
water continues, the arms and legs yvradually 
relax fiumtheir rigor. A hot cakeis next 
placed uponthe crown of the head, and the 
plugs (mad@e of cotten soaked in wax) are re- 
moved from the nostrils and ears. The next 
steps—it being understood that assistants are 
allthistime engagedinrubbiog the limbs— 
are to prv open the rigid jaws and restore the 
torgue to its normal position; tben to rub the 
eyelids with melted butter until they can be 
unclesed, revealing the glazed and motienless 
eyeball. Finally, the hot cake on the top of 
ihe head is renewed. The heat acting upon 
the nervous centers of respiration and circu- 
lation, the heart starts with a violent puisa- 
tion. So manv cases have been attested of this 
remarkable condition of simulated death that 
its facts are practically beyond dispute. Now, 
something of this kind would make a real im- 
pression; it has powerful dramatic features, 
and its physiology furnishes ample vergefor 
novel and original observation.

TOM SCOTT’S BARN. 
A Description of the Costly New Stables 
at His Woodburn Resideuce. 
[From the Media American. ] 

An American reporter, in his rambles over 
the county, ran across ‘**Woodburn.’’ the 
beautiful residence of Col. Thomas A. Scott, 
near Darby, and would like to say a word 
about Mr. Scott’s pew barn and its conveni- 
ences. The barn was completed in March 
lust and cost nearly ten thousand dollars, and 
in arebitectural stvle cannot be excetled. 
‘The carriage or coach-room is at the extremes 
eastern portion of the building, and has ca- 
pacity for nine coaches. There are about 
cight vehicles in it which cost from }8VU to 
$1,500 apiece. The coach-house has six large 
windows with sbuiters, and the ceiling has 
funcy tissue paper, ‘‘fly-catchers,’’ nicely 
arranged and cut in atasty and beautiful man- 
ner. The barness-room has twelve separate 
cases With glass fronts, and nota particle of 
dust can gettoany ofthe harness. There is 
telephonic communication from the haruess- 
roum to the inansion house, from wheuce the 
coachman’s orders are reccived. <A peculiar

Something About the California Trot- 
ting Wonder.

An intimate friend of Mr. Joseph S. Dun- 
ning, Of Denton, this county, who raised St. 
Julkenand his full brother, St. Reno, and 
who seidthe formerto Mr. James Galway, 
then of Goshen, for $600, said yesterday: 

“St. Julien was a natural-born trotter: he 
never knew how to strike any other gait. I 
spent inanyaday with Mr. Dunning, and I 
know all about the horse, and Hickok never 
would have bought himif he was not just 
what I tell you. Of course St. Julien is a 
wonder, and his full brother, St. Reno, now 
owned, I think. by Dr. H. A. Pooler, owner of 
the Goshen Driving Park, and being handled 
by the man, if any one, who made St. Julien a 
trotter—Billy sargeant—is likely to be anoth- 
er. Now, if you wantthe full history of the 
early life of St. Julien, which 
has never been pubiished, I can give 
itto you. Joe Dunning raised both horses 
on his farm between Denton and Middletown, 
this county. There isabout one year betwecn 
their agcs, and Volunteer is their father. 
Both horses were driven together in a team 
for a long time, doing farm work, road driv- 
ing and marketing. Thev were then colts, 
and Joe Dunning had no ideathat he had such 
valuable trotters. Neither were nervous to 
< pom of. Indeed—andespecially St. Julien— 
they were as docile and quiet as colts could 
possibly be. One of the principa! features of 
the team’s daily work was driving milk to the 
railroad station. This was how St. Julien was 
broken to harness, andit was about the first 
work he ever did; in fact, it was, I think, a 
milk wagon that he first hauled aleng the 
road behind him, and, too. when he was but 
acolt. Many atime I have driven the team 
to the station with milk myself, and St. Ju- 
lien never thought of striking anything buta 
trot. He never showed tne least sign of skit- 
tishness, and what is more, never wobvled 
all over the road like colts generally do. He 
trotted square and level, and always straight 
abead. 

**] remember once, when visiting Joe, we 
steated out to go offto see a friend severa! 
milesaway. WedroveSt.Julien. The night 
was frightfully dark, and it was impossible 
to see the horse infront of us. Now, if there 
had been any nervousness about him, do you 
suppose we’d started? We hadn’t the least 
troublewith him. And soit was always with 
St. Julien uutil Joe Duaning sold him. The 
horse was nore likean old mare, steady and 
reliable, than like a frisky,fretful and unman- 
ageable voung colt. Nature made St. Julien 
a ievel, honest trotter, and ifany one is to be 
credited for developing the speed that was in 
him, Sargeantisthe man. Every horssman 
who saw himtrot the first year he wenton 
the turf knew this. 

‘‘Why, bis performances that year speak 

for themseives. Justlook at it. It was the 
first time he Was everin races. He started 
in the big circuit under the guidance of Sar- 
geant, who made for hisowner, Mr. Galway, 
at lJesst >20,0(0 tbat year in seven or eight 
races. I kept track of the horse after his de- 
but at Clevelanduntil he had trotted six 
races, and in all of them he took first money. 
And mind you be won them all in three 
sirulght beatsand inno race did he makea 
skip crevena ‘hirch.’? Don’t thatstamp him 
as anatural trotter’? Like Goldsmith Maid, 
seme ofthe best of American trotters have 
made their records by skipping and ‘hitch- 
ing,’ but St. Jutien never in his life trotted in 
apy oi her way than like a machine.’’

Dunning, made a fortune out of him in one 
year. litissaid St. Julien is the only horse 
that sold for the same price, or less, who ever 
coined so much money for his owner in one 
year.’?

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Soft-Shell Crabs for the Market.

This season anew braneh of industry has 
been started by tishermen along the Chesa- 
peake. They have taken to breeding soft-shell 
crabs for the market, and thus far it has been 
ayery profitable business, since there is no 
outlay except the labor of one or two men at 
each place where itis carried on. Tae plan 
is to catch as many bard crabs as possible,take 
them up a small inlet or bay and deposit them 
behind wires, where they can have the free- 
dom of the water and plenty to eat. By care- 
fully watching them an experienced man is 
able to tetl as soonasa hard crab sheds his 
ehell and becomes soft. As soon as he does 
he is taken outand brought to market. As 
everv hard crab must sooner or later become 
a soft-shell crab, there is no lost material. 
Having become a “‘soft,’’? the crab remains 
eo three days, thougb,as a rule, he is mar- 
keted and eaten before that time. The plan 
of vetting soft crabs for market heretofore 
bas been to watch for them along shore, so 
that underthe new plan there isno reason 
whby scft crabs should be quoted high.

Pests Which Annoy New York Farmers. 
tKingston (N. Y.) Cor. New York Times. | 


Perbaps the worst saske den ia the Mid ile 
States is on the Upper Sawkil}, Ulster county, 
siorg the foothills: of the Catskills. it is 
suid that copperbead and adder snakes are so 
thick in that region tbat in some places they 
seriously interfere with: the harvesting of 
crops. The farmers say tbey do not dare to 
cut the hay and grain from certain fields until 
they bave adopted all kinds of measures to 
exierminate the reptiles. Not long azo 
farmer nemed Eugene Britt found a d-n of 
sey pents among which were racers, hora-tail 
addtrs, gay adders and pilots in anold, 
worked-ou*t flag-stone quarry, while he was 
picking bluckberries. They were all coiled 
in together, and when he.  @disturbed 
them they made « terrible hissing. He and 
ab Irish boy named Andrew Ryan. who was 
witb him, cutastout hickory switch, and be- 
gan the work of destruction. Onecutof the 
switch generally sufliced to stretch the reptile 
out. ‘Lhey killed thirty-tive of the reptiles in 
less than a quarter of au hour.The snakes were 
of all sizes,from the six foot white color 
ringed racer to the young adders of twelve 
inches, whotook refuge in their mothers’ 
stomachs at the approach of danger. Besides 
those killed many escaned. The farmers in 
that neighborhood say trey can dstect the 
presence of snakes in a fielu by giving a quick, 


shrill whistle, when they raise their 
beads above the grass so they cin be 
seep. Une day net Jong agoa tramp 


— to a farmer on the Sawkill for work. 
Iie was informed that the only work to be 
doue Was tu cradles tield of oats, and they 
were afraid to do iton acconnt of tue field ve- 
ing infested with copperheads (pilots). He 
laughed at them, and said be would reap the 
oa's, and wouldn’t ask anv extra pay for it 
either. Hethen ealled fora piece vf sheep- 
shin with tbe wouvlon. ‘This being brougbt 
he beund it abcut bis legs as bigh up as the 
thi'gbs. Then he took the cradle and wentto 
wok in the field as if there bad never beena 
snakeinit. When hehad finished the jub, 
bowever, he had s'augktered every snake in 
the fiele, eighteen in number—all pilots—and 
had five sticking fast in the sheep-skia about 
hisleus, wherethey had caught fast in toe 
sheep-skin gbout bis legs,where they had 
caught fast & the wool with their fangs when 
they struck at him. Several of these the 
tramp brought to hingston and exhibited on 
the streets. ‘This idea of binding something, 
geberally a thick wad of straw, about the legs 
has long bcen practiced bythe farmers as a 
protection when they are to mow or reapina 
ticld infested with snakes. Tne reptiles 
strike their fangs into the straw, which cen- 
erally holds them, thus giving the farmer a 
chance tocutthemin two with his scythe. 
Cuppel beads are the worst snakes tbat far- 
mers in this part of the country have to deu:l 
with, as, unlike the rattlesmake, they give no 
note Of warning,and oftentimes the tirsta 
person knows is when theystrike, which is 
usually about the ower extremities. Their 
bite is very poisunous, and almost certain to 
cause death. Noremedyis known for the 
venom but immediately to cat the wound out 
With a keen-edged knife before the poison 
bas a chance to spread through the circula- 
tion. The farmers of late years have aidopt- 
ed a plan of turning their hogsin the tields 
as soonas the crops are gatnered, and if the 
hogs are aliowed their own way they will 
— exiteiminate everything in the shape ofa

Her lifeis avery hard one. She must get 
up before daybréak on the cold, raw mornings 
ot midwinter to take her dancing lesson; and 
nguin at midnight, when the opera is vver, 
she has to find her way on foot through snow 
and rain to her bumble lodgings at Montmar- 
tre or Batignolles. The idea of riding in an 
ompibus must not enter her head; for while 
in the lowest rank of hercalling she hasbuta 
franc a night, and even when yvrown up and 
promoted tothe ‘second quadrille,’”’ she earns 
only 700 francs a year, or £28.

**How aboutofficering the army of revolu- 
tion?’

“No. sir: there is no sympathy between the 
Land Leagues andthe Fenian Brotherhood. 
Weare not working fur the same end. They 
are a:king cheaperrent; we demand national 
existence. They have perverted attention 
away fromthereal aim,or what should be 
the real aim of every Irishman, aod side- 
tm cked the public mind on to a dispute as to 


whether a peasant should bave two 
shillings less or more ground out 
of him by a landlord who has 
no right to any vert from bim atall. The ti- 


tie of net1lv every Irish landlord of the pres- 
ent cay has jis fuuntain bead in force, and 
we propose toright this wrong.” 

**How scon will a move be made?’ 

‘*Maj be this winter ormext vear; the time 
is reur, Lutitis pot present.’’ 

“\What is the strength of the Fenian Broth- 
e:bood bere in St. Lonis and ia America?’’ 

**Tue order has gone to pieces in tne Uaited 
States, and our Irish. trothers do not 
wish it to be resusitated in its old form. They 
do not need us to send them men, and it does 
bot recd the old shape of the organization to 
furnisb them money. Inthe fal!, however, 
we Will probably form a number of circles, 
but we will doe this much differently from the 
old stvie. Wemust pot binder the canse 
in Ireland by our foolish dissensions here,and 
certainly we baveso far donethem more hirm 
than good.’’

Her final ap- 
pearance took place 1n the spring of 1S7U atthe 
Fifth Avenue Theater, New Yo k. Returning 
to London, she reappeared at the Haymarket 
Theater in a round of her favorite character:, 
and increased ber repertoire by appear- 
ing as Anne Bolesrn on che occasion 
cf tbe tirst performance of Tom Taylor’s play 
ofthat titie. In187S Miss Neilson again ap- 
peared ut the Haymarket. Ier farewell tour 
in America commenced at the [’ark Theater, 
Lrooklyn, on Monday, October 20, IS79. Sae 
concluded ber engagement in San Irancisco, 


and only recently returned to Europe. Miss 
Neilsen was married to Pnhitip Lee, 
who accompanied her on her § fticat 
tour to this country. Her married life,
